This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  14th  June,  1959  and  introduced 
a  new  type  of  grant  -  the  STANDARD  GRANT  which  can  be  claimed  as  a 
right,  if  certain  conditions  are  complied  with. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  applications  had  been  made  for,  and 
approved  in  respect  of,  eight  houses. 

The  Standard  Grant  will,  I  think,  play  an  important  part  in 
helping  the  housing  needs  of  the  Town  as  I  estimate  upwards  of  300 
houses  come  within  its  scope. 
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3.  Water  Supplies, 


The .  Town  continued  to  draw  its  ,!'ater  from  the  Irvin  boreholes 
situated  at  Howe  Hill. 

Throughout  the  drought  conditions  of  the  summer  at  no  time  had 
any  appeal  to  be  made  in  the  district  to  conserve  or  restrict  the  use  of 
water. 


The  quality,  of  the  untreated- water  taken  direct  from  the  borehole 
remained  excellent  both  during  and  after  the  drought  period. 

.  Water  consumption  for  the  year  was  99,608,000  gallons  as  compared 

with  97,348,000  gallons  in  1938*  -  Metered  supplies  showed  a  reduction, 

- mainly  'owin'  to  a  decreased  demand  by  the  Bacon  Factories  and  by 

British  Railways.  In  the  latter  instance  the  demand  coincided  with  the 
partial  switch  from  steam  to  diesel  trains. 

The  rise  in  non-metered  supplies  was  due,  I  think,  to  the 
watering  of  gardens  during  the  hot,  dry  summer.  As  the  use  of  the 
recording  meter  and  constant  checks  revealed,  there  was  no  undue  waste 
•  of  water.

Sampling  of  Water. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year,  either 
unchlorinated  water  direct  from  the  borehole  or  chlorinated  water  from 
the  reservoir  or  various  taps  throughout  the  town. 


It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  94  samples  taken  all  were  satisfactory. 
The  fact  that  all  32  samples  of  untreated  water  were  satisfactory  confirms 
the  initial  purity  of  the  source  of  supply.

4.  Swimming  Baths. 


The  Council  own  the  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District. 

The  pool,  which  is  open-air,  has  a  capacity  of  64,000  gallons 
and,  at  present,  is  operated  on  the  "Empty  and  Pill"  system.  The 
water  which  is  changed  at  approximately  7/8  day  intervals  is  obtained 
from  the  town's  supply. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  an  automatic  dozing  apparatus  and 
samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  as  far  as  possible 
every  week. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  samples  taken  in  1959:

Following  an  extension  to  the  pool  and  additional  dressing 
accommodation,  the  Council  have  decided,  in  principle,  on  a  planned 
policy  of  improvement  and  modernisation  of  the  Baths. 

The  first  and  most  important  stage  is  the  installation  of  a 
Continuous  Filtration  and  Chlorination  Plant  together  with  all 
ancillary  equipment.  Unf ortunately  owing  to  the  delivery  dates  it 
will  not  be  possible  to  have  it  installed  for  the  I960  season. 

The  excellent  summer  of  1959  was  reflected  in  the  attendances 
at  the  Baths  -  18,596,  as  against  12,454  in  1958. 

5.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

(a)  During  the  year  the  Town's  seiverage  system  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily. 


(b)  In  one  exceptionally  heavy  thunclerstom  the  sewers  at  Bark  Xnotts, 
Welham  Road  surcharged  and  there  was  also  surcharging  in  the  top 
section  of  Welhara  Road. 

6.  Public  Cleansing. 


The  public  cleansing  services  have  been  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  and,  generally,  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
maintained. 

The  tipping  of  refuse  continued  to  take  place  at  the  Beverley  Road 
site. 

The  tip  was  treated  on  three  occasions  for  rats. 

7.  Salvage. 


The  market  for  baled  waste  paper  continued  steady,  the  price 
rising  from  rB6.l0.0d.  to  £7.0.0d.  per  ton  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
This  increase,  however,  barely  compensates  for  increased  costs.

8.  Meat  Inspection. 


The  following  tables  indicate  the  work  entailed  in  carrying  out 
meat  inspection  at  the  two  Bacon  Factories.  The  practice  is  growing 
for  producers  to  ask  for  detailed  reports  on  individual  or  groups  of 
pigs  sent  in  for  slaughter.  Whilst  this  may  be  very  desirable  from 
the  producer’s  aspect,  there  is  a  definite  limit  to  the  assistance 
the  Council's  Meat  Inspector  can  give. 

The  year  again  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs 
slaughtered,  the  figure  being  some  156,130.

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  carcases  condemned  -  273  in  1932  to  13 
in  1959  -  is  very  remarkable  and  encouraging. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat 

The  disposal  of  condemned  meats  operated  as  in  past  years. 

The  majority  of  condemned  plucks  from  both  factories  are  used  by  the 
Welham  Park  Pish  Hatcheries,  Ltd.  Messrs,  Bowers’  Bacon  Factory,  who 
have  their  own  by-products  department,  deal  with  all  meat  on  the  premises 
in  an  Iwel  Labs  Destructor.  'Yorkshire  Farmers’  Bacon  Factory,  Ltd.  - 
after  staining  green,  transport  all  condemned  meats  to  their  Sherbum 
factory  for  disposal.

The  number  of  Council  houses  and  flats  remained  at  349  and,  in 
addition,  the  Council  manage  a  further  40  houses  belonging  to  the 
Workmen's  Housing  Association,  Ltd. 

During  the  year  all  the  obsolete  ranges  in  Jubilee  Road  were 
replaced  with  48”  tiled  slab  fireplaces. 

The  five  year  cycle  of  external  re-painting  of  houses  is  being 
maintained  with  difficulty  as  a  Reasonable  number  of  competitive 
tenders  are  not  being  received.  “ 

Despite  rising  costs,  and  the  difficulty  at  times  of  getting 
Contractors, -  the  Council ’ s  houses  are,  I  think,  being  well  maintained- 
and  with  reasonable  despatch. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  to  Council- controlled  houses  in 
respect  of  repairs,  etc.  totalled  73^» 

12.  Rodent  Control. 


During  the  year  rodent  control  included  one  treatment  of  the 
Council's  sewers,  one  treatment  of  the  three  Sewage  Disposal 
Pumping  Stations;  three  treatments  of  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip  at 
Beverley  Road  and,  in  addition,  some  12  other  premises  were  treated.
